Au« 
thoritative sources said about 
200 U.S. troops had been killed 
in the three days of righting and 
several hundred others wound* 
ed.

troops killed so far, most of 
them by air and artillery bom« 
bardment. 


South Vietnamese headquar* 


ters reported 340 government 
troops killed and 1,063 wounded 
since the enemy launched the 
offensive with artillery attacks 


Allied 
military spokesmen 


on 150 town and bases Satur- 
day night and Sunday, followed 
by some ground probes. 


At least 90 South Vietnamese 


civilians were reported killed 
and nearly 400 wounded, most of 
them by the enemy mortar and 
artillery attacks on cities and 
town across the country. 


Although 
military 
analysts 


said Saigon still appeared to be 
the Communist's command's ul- 
timate objective, the fighting 
spread north today and 28 U.S. 
Marines were reported killed in 
two attacks just below the de- 
militarized zone. They were the 
first attacks reported along the 
DMZ since the Communist of- 
fensive began. 


Northwest of Saigon, troops of 


the U.S. 25th Infantry Division 
repulsed a heavy assault on a 
firebase 
near the Cambodian 


border — the second In three 
days-and killed 78 North Viet- 
namese soldiers in a 2l/2 -hour 
battle.

Told Autopsy 
Not Complete

NEW ORLEANS, La. (AP) - 


The autopsy on President John 
F, Kennedy did exactly what it 
was supposed to do, an Army 
pathologist 
testified at Clay 


Shaw's conspiracy trial today. 


"The purpose of the autopsy 


was to determine the nature of 
the wounds and the direction of 
the wounds," said Col, Pierre A. 
Finck. "We were satisfied with 
the nature of the wounds, their 
direction 
and 
the cause of 


death, In my opinion, this autop- 
sy fulfilled its purpose, 


Finck, a Swiss-born patholo- 


gist, was one of the three coau- 
thors of the autopsy report, 
much of it still secret. His long 
cross-examination by Asst.Dist. 
Atty. Alvln Oser ended this 
morning after about nine hours 
on the stand. 


Oser sought to discredit the 


autopsy's findings that Kennedy 
was shot from behind.

Pesticide 
Danger Brings 
Criticism 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Fed- 


eral investigators 
have criti- 


cized the Department of Agri- 
culture for approving use of a 
potentially dangerous pesticide 
in restaurants and other food 
handling businesses, and called 
for action to "resolve this ques- 
tion of safety to human health." 


In a report made public Mon- 


day, 
the General Accounting Of- 


fice said that since the depart- 
ment's Agricultural Research 
Service licensed the use of lln- 
dane pellets In 1949, millions of 
vaporizers 
using 
the pellets 


nave oeen sold to commercial 
and industrial establishments. 


The report noted that the U.S. 


Public Health Service, the Food 
and Drug Administration and 
other organizations "have ques- 
tioned 
the 
adequacy of 
the 


scientific data to prove that con- 
tinuous vaporization of lindane 
pellets is safe," and added: 


"ARS has not resolved this 


question of safety as raised by 
these organizations. 
Nor has 


ARS taken action to restrict or 
disapprove 
the use of lindane 


pellets In vaporizers in certain 
commercial and industrial es- 
tablishments." 


In response to the GAO re- 


port, Ned D. Bayley, director of 
science and education in the De- 
partment of Agriculture, said: 


"Information 
has recently 


come to our attention which in- 
dicates the need for a re-evelua- 
tion of the safety of lindane in 
an uncontrolled environment." 


Bayley said the ARS is setting 


up a meeting of experts in the 
field "to determine what steps 
should be taken in regard to the 
problem of lindane vaporizers," 


The GAO said about 50 Un- 


dane pellet products are li» 
censed by the ARS, which must 
register all pesticides to be 
snipped in interstate commerce. 
The law requires the manufac- 
turer provides evidence of jtsef* 
fectiveness 
and safety when 


used as directed.

Living Costs 
Show Rise 
in January 


WASHINGTON (AP) *• UV» 


ing costs rose three-tenths of 
one per cent in January and 
there were indications of asimi* 
lar increase in February, the 
labor Department reported to- 
day. 


The consumer price rise in 


January was slightly smaller 
than the average monthly ad- 
vance In 1968 but nevertheless 
boosted the over-all cost index 
to 4.6 per cent above the level of 
'January 1968. 


Higher prices for services of 


all kinds, particularly those as» 
sociated with automile opera- 
tion, home ownership and medi* 
cal care, were chiefly responsi- 
ble for the January rise. 


Food prices also were consid« 


erably more than usual for Jan- 
uary. Food increases were part- 
ly offset by lower prices for ap- 
parel and for new and used cars, 
cars. 


The assistant commissioner of 


the Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
Arnold Chase, said "there is 
some slowing down" in the up- 
ward price trend. 


He said demand is still strong 


but that a decrease in real pur- 
chasing power and the require- 
ment for many Americans to 
meet tax payments before April 
15 could cause a further taper- 
ing off of demand for goods and 
services. 


The wholesale price index 


rose eight-tenths of one per cent 
in January, which the Labor De- 
partment said was the largest 
monthly rise in almost three 
years. The department forecast 
a rise of three-tenths of one per 
cent in wholesale prices in Feb- 
ruary. 


Californians 
Flee Floods,

as a record rain still poured to- 
day. Highway washouts cut off 
rescues of the stranded. 
: ,An, estinj,ate,d 6,000; persons 
were evacuated throughout the 
night in six counties from Fres- 
no south. 


Rains 
from 
the three-day 


storm pushed totals to new 
highs for the first two months of 
the year. For example, about 44 
inches in San Luis Obispo and 
about 24 inches In Los Angeles. 


Blizzards closed roads and 


Isolated the eastern approaches 
to the High Sierra where a 
week-long search has been un- 
der way for an airliner lost with 
35 persons aboard. 


The biggest evacuation was In 


Santa Paula, a Ventura County 
community of 8,000 about 60 
miles northwest of Los Angeles 
and only a few miles west of 
Sespe Creek, 
where January 


rains swept nine persons to 
their deaths. 


Police evacuated 4,000 per- 


sons as swollen Santa Paula 
Creek flooded the east end of 
town. After drenching weekend 
rains, three inches of new rain 
fell Monday and another three 
inches was predicted. 


A flood two feet deep rolled 


through town, inundating stores. 


It was^the second time in less 


than a month that floods forced 
Santa Paula residents to evacu- 
ate their homes, and officials 
said the majority fled leaving 
their belongings behind. 


About 10 miles east of Santa 


Paula, an estimated 350 to 400 
residents evacuated the Fill- 
more area in the face of high 
floodwater from two rivers and 
a creek.

northeast, 600 persons spent the 
night in schools to escape foot- 
deep flooding in the Camp Bar»

Rock introduced a bill that 
would give the state control of 
the wholesale liquor business in 
Arkansas.

Parking "Fine": $2,500 


Late for an appointment, George 


hastily parked his car in a pedes- 
trian crosswalk. The possibility of 
a fine for illegal parking was not 
enough to deter him. 


But to his dismay, the "fine" 


turned out to be $2,500. A pedes- 
trian, forced to detour around his 
parked car, was knocked down by 
a passing truck—and George was 
held legally liable for the accident. 


That is not an isolated case. 


Generally speaking, whenever you 
park your car illegally, you can be 
held responsible for all the fore- 
seeable consequences. This may ib- 
clude not only injuries to pedes- 
trians but even collisions between 
two other cars. 
j 


For example: 
. ' 


When ,two cars collided at art 


inlersefffiroV ft court pw the blame 
on a truck driver who had parkeld 
too close to the corner—blocking 
the STOP sign from view. An op- 
coming motorist, who had nO 
reason to expect a stop street, had 
driven squarely into the path of 
another car. 


In fact, you run the risk of lia- 


bility whenever you stop your car 
in an improper manner, even if 
you are not violating a specific 
parking ordinance. Take this situa- 
tion: 


A motorist 
on 
the highway, 


catching sight of some deer in a 
meadow, stopped to watch. But he 
neglected to pull off the road first. 
As a result, there was a chain col- 
lision of cars behind him. Finding 
the man liable, the court said: 


"The right of a motorist to en- 


joy the beauties of nature does not 
warrant stopping his automobile 
in the midst of traffic to satisfy his 
artistic and poetic proclivities." 


On the other hand, the motorisj 


who stops improperly is not re- 
sponsible if there is no casual con- 
nection between his stopping and 
the accident that follows. 


Thus, a driver who had parked 


in a no-parking zone was held not 
to blame when a second car 
ploughed into him from the rear. 
It seems the second man had been 
driving with his eyes cast down- 
ward, scanning the floor for a fall- 
en cigarette. 


The court pointed out that, even 


if the first car had stopped law- 
fully—say, because of traffic—the 
collision would have occurred just 
the same.

DOCTOR'S MAIL-BAG 


Chronic Loss of Blood 
May Be Anemia Cause 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—For about 15 years I 


have had to control my iron- 
deficiency anemia by taking 
liver extract. Now I find 
this doesn't control it any 
more. What do you advise? 


A—In true Iron-deficiency 


a n e m i a , the only drug 
needed is ferrous sulfate. 
When this doesn't control it, 
a chronic loss of blood must 
be s u s p e c t e d and, when 
found, corrected. 


Q—I am a housewife. My 


h e m o g l o b i n level varies 
from 9 to 11. In addition to 
jreatment for. this, I am tak-., 
mg'indocrn""t6rThy"artHritis: 
Could this drug cause my 
low hemoglobin? 


A—Indocin, like aspirin, 


may cause bleeding from 
the digestive tract and thus 
lower your hemoglobin level, 
which for women should be 
between 12 and 16. 


Q—What foods are good 


for anemia? Is it true that 
port wine is good for ane- 
mia?" 


A—For most t y p e s of 


anemia, foods rich in iron 
are beneficial. These include 
liver, oysters, red meat, 
spinach and other greens 
and enriched 
breads 
and 


cereals. Alcoholic beverages 
are of no special value in 
the treat of anemia. 


Q—What Is p e r n i c i o u s 


anemia? Is there any cure 
for it? 


A—This d i s e a s e of un- 


known cause is insidious in 
its onset. It is characterized 
by weakness, soreness of the 
tongue and n u m b n e s s or 
tingling in the fingers. There 
is not only a low hemoglobin 
level and a low red blood 
cell count but also typical 
abnormalities can be seen 
in the microscopic examina- 
tion of the red cells. The 
disease cannot be cured but 
it can be controlled by tak- 
ing vitamin B-12. It is essen- 
tial that this treatment be 
continued without interrup- 
tion for life. 


Q—Would a person taking 


vitamin B-12 for pernicious 
anemia for a long time be 
likely to develop liver trou- 
ble? 


A-No. 


Q—My mother has aplas- 


tic a n e m i a . What is the 


cause and what is the best 
treatment? 


A—The underlying cause 


is a f a i 1 u r e of the bone 
marrow to p r o d u c e red 
blood cells as fast as they 
wear out. A search must be 
made for the precipitating 
cause—exposure to ionizing 
radiation or various chemi- 
cal agents, such as nitrogen 
mustard, chiorambucil, ure- 
than, busulfan, benzol, mer- 
captopurine, chlorampheni- 
col, gold salts, insecticides, 
trinitrotoluene

Detroit Cops 
Say Negroes 
Emotional 


DETROIT (AP) - Most white 


policemen in Detroit feel the 
black community Is "primitive, 
emotional and easily aroused to 
antisocial activity" as well as 
"deficient" in law and order, 
says a psychologist who made 
a study with the approval of po- 
lice officials. 


Dr. Robert Mendelsohn, 37, a 


social psychologist with Wayne 
State 
University's 
Lafayette 


Clinic, conducted the study in 
which 286 Detroit policemen, In- 
cluding 36 Negro officers, were 
Interviewed In their homes by 20 
clinic staff members. 


The 4,800-man force Is 92 per 


cent white, Mendelsohn noted, 
adding that the potential for ra- 
cial conflict could not be exag- 
gerated. 


His study concludes: 
— Most white policemen reject 


the idea that Negroes are vic- 
tims of social Injustice. 


— Few white officers believe 


that good will come of the 1967 
Detroit riot, and those who do 
believe so say it will be a form 
of appeasement. 


— Most white patrolmen have 


little knowledge of the law-abid- 
ing Negro community in De* 
troit; although their superiors 
have a "higher evaluation" of 
the black community, possibly 
because they come into contact 
with all Its elements, "not just 
persons involved with possible 
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criminal offenses." 


The study was conducted, be- 


tween November 1967 and Feb- 
ruary, and will be presented 
Thursday at a meeting of the 
American Academy of Forensic 
Science in Chicago. 


White and Negro officers, 


Mendelsohn said, disagreed only 
on questions 
involving race. 


They were in substantial agree- 
ment, he said on Issues limited 
to police work—the need for 
more money, the fact that De- 
troit police did a good job in pol- 
icing the riot and that looters, 
not innocent bystanders, were 
arrested. 


Among lower echelon white 


officers, 
the 
study 
says, 


Negrores 
are 
considered 
a 


"privileged minority, suscepti- 
ble to the Influence of agita- 
tors," who, the white police be- 
lieve, are capable of galvanizing 
blacks into violent action even 
though the Negroes "are lith- 
out grievances." 


The study reveals that the 


majority of white policemen feel 
blacks are treated either the 
same as whites or favored by 
schools, 
welfare 
agencies 


stores and law enforcement 
agencies and in the area of jobs, 
Housing is the only area where 
a substantial number of the 
white patrolmen see discrimina- 
tion. 


Nearly 25 per cent of the 


white officers interviewed said 
rioters should be shot.

Parking "Fine": $2,500 


Late for an appointment, George 


hastily parked his car in a pedes- 
trian crosswalk. The possibility of 
a fine for illegal parking was not 
enough to deter him. 


But to his dismay, the "fine" 


turned out to be $2,500. A pedes- 
trian, forced to detour around his 
parked car. was knocked down by 
a passing truck—and George was 
held legally liable for the accident. 


That is not an isolated case. 


Generally speaking, whenever you 
park your car illegally, you can be 
held responsible for all the fore- 
seeable consequences. This may it>- 
clude not only injuries to pedes- 
trians but even collisions betweem 
two other cars. 
\ 


For example: 
' 


When .{wo c^rs collided at an 


intersecfimv-a Court put the blame 
on a truck driver who had parkeid 
too close to the corner—blocking 
the STOP sign from view. An on- 
coming motorist, who had nO 
reason to expect a stop street, had 
driven squarely into the path of 
another car. 


In fact, you run the risk of lia- 


bility whenever you stop your car 
in an improper manner, even if 
you are not violating a specific 
parking ordinance. Take this situa- 
tion: 


A motorist on 
the 
highway^ 


catching sight of some deer in a 
meadow, stopped to watch. But he 
neglected to pull off the road first. 
As a result, there was a chain col- 
lision of cars behind him. Finding 
the man liable, the court said: 


"The right of a motorist to en- 


joy the beauties of nature does not 
warrant stopping his automobile 
in the midst of traffic to satisfy his 
artistic and poetic proclivities." 


On the other hand, the motohsj 


who stops improperly is not re- 
sponsible if there is no casual con- 
nection between his stopping and 
the accident that follows. 


Thus, a driver who had parked 


in a no-parking zone was held not 
to blame w h e n a second car 
ploughed into him from the rear. 
It seems the second man had been 
driving with his eyes cast down- 
ward, scanning the floor for a fall- 
en cigarette. 


The court pointed out that, even 


if the first car had stopped law- 
fully—say, because of traffic—the 
collision would have occurred just 
the same.

East played 
low. Our hero rose with the 
ace and was down to his last 
chance. He played his queen 
of spades, led the deuce of 
spades: find-sealted^oiSSittm- 
my's 10. East won a sur- 
prise trick with the jack of 
spades and three more with 
the king-queen of hearts and 
queen of trumps. 


This is one time when we 


sympathize with our friend. 
He had taken the best per- 
centage play for his contract 
but this time, the best per- 
centage play turned out to 
be a loser.

Chronic Loss of Blood 
May Be Anemia Cause 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—For about 15 years I 


have had to control my iron- 
deficiency anemia by taking 
liver extract. Now I find 
this doesn't control it any 
more. What do you advise? 


A—In true iron-deficiency 


a n e m i a , the only 
drug 


needed 
is ferrous 
sulfate. 


When this doesn't control it, 
a chronic loss of blood must 
be s u s p e c t e d and, when 
found, corrected. 


Q—I am a housewife. My 


h e m o g l o b i n level varies 
from 9 to 11. In addition to 
jreatmentjpr. this, I am tak-, 
mg-indociirfor my'artltritis.•' 
Could this drug cause my 
low hemoglobin? 


A—Indocin, like aspirin, 


may cause bleeding 
from 


the digestive tract and thus 
lower your hemoglobin level, 
which for women should be 
between 12 and 16. 


Q—What foods are good 


for anemia? Is it true that 
port wine is good for ane- 
mia?' 


A—For most t y p e s of 


anemia, foods rich in iron 
are beneficial. These include 
liver, 
oysters, 
red 
meat, 


spinach and other greens 
and enriched 
breads and 


cereals. Alcoholic beverages 
are of no special value in 
the treat of anemia. 


Q—What is p e r n i c i o u s 


anemia? Is there any cure 
for it? 


A—This d i s e a s e of un- 


known cause is insidious in 
its onset. It is characterized 
by weakness, soreness of the 
tongue and n u m b n e s s or 
tingling In the fingers. There 
is not only a low hemoglobin 
level and a low red blood 
cell count but also typical 
abnormalities can be seen 
in the microscopic examina- 
tion of the red cells. The 
disease cannot be cured but 
It can be controlled by tak- 
ing vitamin B-12. It is essen- 
tial that this treatment be 
continued without interrup- 
tion for life. 


Q—Would a person taking 


vitamin B-12 for pernicious 
anemia for a long time be 
likely to develop liver trou- 
ble? 


A—No. 


Q—My mother has aplas- 


tic a n e m i a. What is the 


cause and what is the best 
treatment? 


A—The underlying cause 


is a f a i 1 u r e of the bone 
marrow to p r o d u c e red 
blood cells as fast as they 
wear out. A search must be 
made for the precipitating 
cause—exposure to ionizing 
radiation or various chemi- 
cal agents, such as nitrogen 
mustard, chlorambucil, ure-

Soy Negroes 
Emotional 


DETROIT (AP) - Most white 


policemen In Detroit feel the 
black community Is "primitive, 
emotional and easily aroused to 
antisocial activity" as well as 
"deficient" in law and order, 
says a psychologist who made 
a study with the approval of po- 
lice officials. 


Dr. Robert Mendelsohn, 37, a 


social psychologist with Wayne 
State 
University's 
Lafayette 


Clinic, conducted the study In 
which 286 Detroit policemen, In- 
cluding 36 Negro officers, were 
Interviewed In their homes by 20 
clinic staff members. 


The 4,800-man force Is 92 per 


cent white, Mendelsohn noted, 
adding that the potential for ra- 
cial conflict could not be exag- 
gerated. 


His study concludes: 
— Most white policemen reject 


the idea that Negroes are vic- 
tims of social Injustice. 


— Few white officers believe 


that good will come of the 1967 
Detroit riot, and those who do 
believe so say It will be a form 
of appeasement. 


— Most white patrolmen have 


little knowledge of the law-abid- 
ing Negro community in De- 
troit; although their superiors 
have a "higher evaluation" of 
the black community, possibly 
because they come into contact 
with all its elements, "not just 
persons involved with possible 
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criminal offenses." 


The study was conducted, be- 


tween November 1967 and Feb- 
ruary, and will be presented 
Thursday at a meeting of the 
American Academy of Forensic 
Science In Chicago. 


White and Negro officers, 


Mendelsohn said, disagreed only 
on questions 
Involving race. 


They were In substantial agree- 
ment, he said on Issues limited 
to police work—the need for 
more money, the fact that De- 
troit police did a good job In pol- 
icing the riot and that looters, 
not Innocent bystanders, were 
arrested.

Nixon Hands 
Surprise

whole thing,"

Mills, however, indicated he Is 


not particularly disturbed by 
Nixon's accompanying proposal 
to nominally lower the debt cell- 
Ing by $65 billion, mostly a 
bookkeeping procedure.

Israel Planes 
Attack 
Guerrillas

JERUSALEM (AP) - Two Is- 


raeli warplanes skimmed low 
across the Jordan River today 
to attack a guerrilla pocket in- 
side Jordan which the Israelis 
said fired on an army patrol. 


The attack came only 24 hours 


after Israeli fighters bombed 
guerrilla bases in Syria, tangled 
with Syrian air force jets and 
claimed they shot down two So- 
viet-built MIG 17s. 


An army siokesman said the 


guerrillas ui Jordan raked the 
patrol with machine-gun and ba- 
zooka fire, but there were no 
casualties. 


The planes then bore down on 


the Jordanian village of Manshl- 
yeh, south of the Sea of Galilee, 
now a 
guerrilla 
stronghold. 


Palls of smoke were seen rising 
from the area. 


A Jordanian army spokesman 


in Amman said Jordanian and 
Israeli forces exchanged shots 
across the river for 20 minutes 
late Monday. He said the Israe- 
lis opened fire from the West 
Bank on Jordanian troops In the 
Adasla and Baqourah areas of 
the northern Jordan Valley.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


State Department indicates any 
U.S. reprisals against North 
Vietnam because of bombard* 
ment of South Vietnamese cities 
would depend on how long the 
enemy attacks continue. 


Press officer Carl Barth said 


the assaults "clearly raises a 
question as to the other side's 
desire to Work toward a peace- 
ful settlement of the conflict." 


But he stopped short of charg- 


ing tha the attacks on southern 
population centers violated an 
"understanding" under which 
the United States stopped bomb- 
ing of the North while the ene- 
my halted attacks on southern 
cities and violations of the de- 
militarized zone. 


Bartch refused to go any fur- 


ther, except to say the United 
States is conducting a "contin- 
uing and careful review" of the 
"understanding." 


The South Vietnamese ambas- 


sador to the United States, Bui 
Diem, also said the enemy's 
tactics in the next few days 
would be important in determin- 
ing whether the allies would re- 
taliate. 


"If the enemy attacks and at- 


tacks, do we accept it indefinite- 
ly," he asked. "If they stop 
their attacks now with the shell- 
ing and scattered ground action, 
the reaction would likely be to 
give them a serious warning 
about e future of our talks. 


"But if the shellings go on, I 


think the reaction would be 
quite different." 


Diem did not say what form 


any retaliation would take, al- 
though he hinted quick raides 
such as used by Israel against 
Arab targets might be consid- 
ered. 


Military officers at the Penta- 


gon also were skeptical any re- 
taliatory action would be taken 
if the cities' shelling tapers off, 
as they expect It will. 


Violations of the DMZ and 


shelling of population centers 
were supposed to have been 
banned under the "understand- 
ing" the United States had in 
entering peace talks with Hanoi 
at Paris. 


Over the weekend, however, 


the North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong launched a coordinated 
series of wide-ranging fire at- 
tacks at more than 100 locations 
In Vietnam Including scores of 
cities and towns. 


The attacks against cities 


have continued, although de- 
creasing in intensity the last 
two days. 


The past violations particular- 


ly DMZ incidents, generally 
have been tolerated by the Unit- 
ed States and no retaliatory ac- 
tions have resulted.
